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together by accident when on July 4 
a number of 5-story hives were blown 
over during a heavy thunderstorm. The 
reassembly of these hives was performed 
hurriedly under difficult circum ‘tances: 
The bees did not tolerate peaceful han- 
dling after their upset, and they main- 
tained that kind of a mood for several 
days. Consequently, this resulted in a 
mix-up of brood chambers and supers 
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of different origin. 

Inspecting this yard with my 16-year- 
old grandson, we became’ curious about 
the enormous amount of brood spread 
over several hive bodies; all accessible 
to the queens because the excluder was 
omitted during reassembly. We decided 
to sort things out. It was thrilling to 
see so many solid sheets of brood in all 
stages. A rough estimate revealed about 
4,000 square inches of brood, or 100,- 
000 bees in the making! My grandson 
spotted queen No. 1 and handing the 
frame to me for proper location, he 
excitedly cried out, “There is another 
one on the next frame!” Both of these 
frames had large center patches of 
freshly-laid eggs. 

Needless to say, they are now safely 
separated on two different stands. It 
is the unusual things we may en- 
counter in beekeeping that makes it so 
fascinating.
